This is the last voyage the Settsu 
will make, it being doomed for the 
scrapheap by the Washington treaty, 
and its selection to carry the Empress 
was intended as a fitting final honor 
for this first all-Japanese-built battle-

THE COAL STRIKE. 
Despite steadily accumulating indications and 
repeated warnings of the approach of a national 
coal strike on April 1, the actual issuance of a 
call for strike, addressed to 600,000 miners, comes 
as something of a shock. Such a shock may be of 
value in stimulating the public to attempt a little 
intelligent thought upon the subject. . 

Coal is a basic problem. The handling of the 
problem has a bearing upon the life, comfort and 
prosperity of almost every yorker and householder 
in the ceuntry. A strike promis@ to give us 
We appear to be in for it. How are we 
to get through it, or out of it? 

The situation seems to be this: Due to the ex- 
traordinary demand for steam coal in war days and 
early post-war days, the number of coal mines— 
real and so-called—and the number of miners in 
the United States were approximately doubled.

We want a settlement 
which gives some promise of permanency, and 
will relieve us of this constantly recurring evil 
of coal troubles. That would require a reduction 
of the number of miners, and the closing of poor, 
mines with high overhead costs. It would require 
reduction of the seasonal fluctuation in coal de- 
mand, for which the public is largely responsible. It 
would allow of lower wages by assuring more work 
per year to the miner. It would allow of lower 
prices by reducing overhead expense for the oper- 
ator. But it requires vision, courage, wisdom, and. 
unselfishness aliké on the part of the operator, the 
miner, and the public. 

We doubt that it can be accomplished. But until 
it is accomplished we will be gsdbject) to these con- 
stantly recurring troubles ahd los Apprecia- 
tion of that fact is about ths_bést the country 
will get out of the strike.

Various reasons are given by the coal operators to 
explain why they do not conform to the spirit of the 
agreement of 1920 under which an interstate con- 
ference was to be held this year with the miners for 
the purpose of making a new agreement and avoid- 
ing a strike. 

The Pittsburgh Coal Producers’ association tells 
the secretary of labor that it will not take part in 
a conference because it has decided not to make an 
interstate agreement, but to make a separate agree- 
ment with its own men, The Pittsburgh operators 
argue, therefore, that a conference is useless. The 
southern Ohio coal operators say the miners by their 


state movement, and, furthermoré, that the methods 
used in making an interstate agreement have been 
challenged in the courts as contrary to the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. The Indiana operators fall back 
on the argument that the conference would be futtle. 
Certain Ohio operators and the Illinois operators 
are willing to go into conference if the holdouts will 
join, and thereby reject the arguments advanced 
by their brother operators as reasons for breaking 
the conference agreement. 

With such a jangling of arguments and policies as 
is here revealed, the outsider is warranted in the con- 
clusion that there is no rea] reason why the confer- 
ence should not meet in accordance with the reso- 
lution of 1920. A genuine reason for breaking the 
understanding that was reached at that time would 
appeal to all of the operators and result in common 
action upon common ground. 

Tt may be that there is good cause to believe a 
conference could not reach agreement. It may be 
that any agreement that the conference might con- 
celvably reach would be illegal. But even if these 
things are true, the way to make a clear issue would

HE symptoms of protein putrefac- 
tion in mildly constipated people 
who have no definite organic dis- 
ease, according to Dr. A. F. Kraet- 
fer, are as follows: 


Sallowness. The victim, in addition to 
being yellowish in cast, shows a faint, 
yellow staining of the neck under the 
ears. He may have some form of ec- 
zema. His tongue is coated, but it is 
not especially enlarged or indented. He 
is subject to various kinds of rheumatoid 
or neuralgic pains. 

At times he has flatulence and a heavy 
feeling in the abdomen, which he calis 
biliousness. It is quite possible that this 
| uneasiness is in the liver. : | 

Oftentimes there is an excessive 
amount of indican in the urine. 

Every now and then the victim develops 
a state of mind—a sort of mental heavi- 
ness which he attributes to biliousness. 

What does Dr. Kraetzer advise in the 
treatment of such cases? 

Meat, fish, eggs, and cheese are ex- 
cluded from the diet for the time being. 
Milk, cream, and cream cheese in mod- 
eration are allowed. Vegetables, pota- 
toes, macaroni, cereals, bread, fruit, 
cream, and butter make up the diet. 

Sugar is temporarily excluded. 

The exclusion of meat, fish, eggs, and 
cheese lasts for four weeks, after which 
. they are returned, at first in very small 
allowance, and after that a gradual in- 
crease, 

Constipation is overcome by injections 
of ofl or ichthyol water if either be nec- 


The discomforts of those with no or- 
ganic diseases, but who have plenty of 
symptoms, may be due to constipation, 
with or without starch fermentation. 
Those due to constipation with protein 
putrefaction have the symptoms outlined 
above, and their dietary treatment is as 
given. 

Other group causes, according to Dr. 
Kraetzer, are dental sepsis, chronic ton- 
sillitis, chronic rhinitis, and chronic 
fibrositis. 

The last group has the lot of miscel- 
laneous pains which are commonly 
grouped together, under the head of 
pains due to muscular rheumatism. 

person subject to muscular rheuma- 
tism may be made worse by bad weather 
or by error in diet. 

Dry, cold weather is less apt than cold. 
damp weather, to precipitate an attack. 
The pain and stiffness are worse in the 
morning and wear off as the day goes 
on. 

Some are made worse by eating a 
heavy meat diet, some by eating sweets 
and starches to excess. 

To make the people of this group right, 
all bad habits must be changed, such as 
constipation, too little sleep, late hours, 
wrong eating habits, improper diet. 

In a very large proportion of such 
cases a persisting focus of mild infec- 
tion can be found. The tonsils, teeth, | 
sinuses, pelvic organs, gall bladder, ap- 
pendix, and, above all, the colon, may be 
at fault. 

If the focus can be found and cleaned 


up, the pains will often come to an end. 
Locally, heat and massage are of value. 
Dr. Kraetzer says the massage must be 
a deep, firm rubbing of the muscles and 
tendinous insertions.

ABOUT DIVISION FENCES. 

Chicago, March 19.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.J—Can our next 
door neighbor be made to put up 4 
fance? We should like to have a neat 
back yard, but it is impossible when 
their junk is always thrown over on our 
side. What are the laws about fences 
between lots? L. D. 
Section 11 of the fence act as amended in 
1917 provides: 
“If any person who is liable to contribute 
to the erection or reparation of a division 
fence shall neglect or refuse to make or re- 
pair his proportion of such fence the party 
injured, after giving sixty days’ notice, in 
writing, that a fence should be erected, or 
ten days’ notice, in writing, that the repara- 
tion of a fence is necessary, may make or re- 
pair the same at the expense of the party so 
neglecting or refusing, to be recovered from 
him, with costs of suit, before a justice of 
the peace or any other court of competent 


jurisdiction, and the party so neglecting or re- 
fusing. after notice in writing, shall be liable 
to the party injured for all damages which 
shall thereby accrue.” 

Since the act is primarily directed at fences 
between agricultural properties, the wording 
of section 2 provides that a fence “ sufficient 
to turn stock’’ shall be legal. Although the 
applicability of this wording to urban prop- 
erty is open to. some question, there is no ex- 
-prese exemption, and we regard the act as 
applying to division fences between city lots 
which are inclosed on their other boun-

‘Interpretative Addendum 


Target of Drive. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |} 
Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Spe- 


cial. }— -Opposition to the four power, 


treaty, ratified by the senate yesterday, | 
flared up again today in a new form. 
An attack, led by Senator Hitchcock | 


(Neb.), ranking Democratic member of 
the foreign relations committee, Was 
centered upon the declaration of inten- 
tion and meaning which is attached to 
the treaty, upon which no action was 
taken yesterday. He advanced the sur- 
prising claim that failure to ratify the 
declaration attached to the treaty nulli- 
fied the ratification of yesterday and 
made it necessary to take new action 
upon the entire pact. 

This claim was not 
ly by the Republican majority or by 
the Democratic treaty supporters, but 
to clarify the situation it may be nec- 
essary to introduce a separate resolu- 
tion of ratification of the declaration, 
which Senator Lodge (Mass.) was pre- 
paring today, to be introduced Monday. 


Signed by All Delegates. 

It appears the declaration concern- 
ing the meaning and scope 
treaty was drawn up before the treaty 
Was signed by the delegates to the 
conference, because, as Senator Lodge 
explained, there was no other way for 
them to sign. This declaration con- 
cerning the treaty reads’ 

“In signing the treaty, this day, be- 
tween the United States of America, 
the British Empire, France, and Japan, 
it is declared to be the understanding 
and intent of the signatory powers: 

“1. That the treaty shall apply to 
the mandated islands in the Pacific 
ocean; provided, however, that the 
making of the treaty shall not be 
deemed to be an assent on the part of 
America to the marfiates and shall 
not preclude agreements’ between 
America and the mandatory powers in 
relation thereto. 

“2. That the controversies to which 
the second paragraph of article 1 re- 
fers shall not be taxen to embrace 
questions which, according to princi- 


ly within the domestic jurisdiction of 
the respective powers.” 


Safeguards U. 8S. on Yap. 


This interpretation was adopted to 
safeguard the position which the 
United States had taken relative to 
Yap in ks controversy over the island 
with Japan, and to make it clear that 
domestic questions, such as the immi- 
gration problem of California or of 
Australia, shall not come within the 
purview of the treaty. 

In answer to a question by Senator 
Hitchcock, Senator Lodge today inh- 
sisted the declaration is not part of 
the treaty, and, therefore, the resolu- 
tion of ratification had nothing to do 
with it.

Just a Pink. 


Carrillojand his group are as radical 
at heart as the most ardent revolution- 
ist would desire, but in practice they 
are not disturbing property and the 
ordinary processes of the capitalist sys- 
tem. 

“They are bolshevists and anarch- 
ists to the heart,” said a sisal shipper 
of Merida. He was angry because the 
congress, at Carrillo’s dictation, had 
just passed a law putting a tax of 4 
cents a kilo on sisal shipped through 
any agency except the Exportadorio, 
which is the state agency for handling 


the plant upon which all Yucatan de- 
pends for livelihood. The state, with 
one stroke, had put him and all inde- 
pendents out of business. In time the 
state hopes te take over the planta- 
tions and control production as well as 
export.

Unequaled Energy. 

In a good many years following ring 
events I néver saw another fighter 
with Johnny Dundee’s endless store of 
energy. From the start he had an un- 
usual fighting style—one that seemed 
likely to burn him out in two or three 
years. He danced about constantly— 
always in motion, and was usually go. 
‘ing ahead. His dancing steps weren’t 
to the rear, as with most dancing box- 
ers. Dundee was a fighter. He hada 
eurious trick of crouching low and 
moving in with his jaw unprotected to 
draw the enemy’s fire. | 

He had a quick eye. As soon as a 
blow started for his jaw he’d drop his 
head a trifle lower, or moved forward 
and a little to one side instead of pull- 


to see Dundee fight and rooted for him 
to win. There was something about 


ing back in the orthodox way. This 
made his rival miss, and left Dundee 


 wetteias easy countering range. It was 


a puzzling maneuver and fooled them 
all. Even some of the greatest boxers 
in the country, knowing all about Dun- 
dee’s bobbing, tantalizing style, prac- 
ticing ways to get him, were unable to 
catch him squarely with a damaging 
punch. And when Dundee was hit 
hard on the chin he only fought twice 
as fast and hit twice as often in the 
flurry that followed. 


No Sign of Cracking. 

With his tireless, constant’ move- 
ment in every fight, it seemed Dundee 
must burn up that speed and vitality 
of his, just as a sprinter runs himself 
out by entering too many races. Five 
years ago I was watching Dundee for 
some sign of cracking. He hasn't 
shown it yet. In 1917 it looked as if 
at last Dundee had begun to slip, when 
Willie Jackson caught him with a 
right hand smash fiush on the ohin in 
the first round and knocked him out, 
cold. 

But to the astonishment of all the 
fight followers in the east, Dundee 
came right back without the slightest 
impairment of his confident spirit and 
won a row of battles. He fought Jack- 
son again and tore into him like a wild- 
cat fer ten rounds, outfighting him all 
the way. “4 

The list of great fighters who have 
been unable to solve Dundee’s fighting 
style is as long as your arm. 

In the last two years Dundee has 
fought Lightweight Champion Benny 
Leonard half a dozen times and Willie 
Jackson more than that, besides a 
great number of other slugging light- 
weight “contenders,” and he hasn’t 
shown a sign yet of losing either his 
speed or his endless store of stamina. 
Dundee has quite a lot of boxing skill, 
but his speed and strength and ag- 
gressiveness account for most of his 
ring success. 


Wins Junior Title. 


Last year he won the “ junior light- 
weight championship new class ir- 
vented for Dundee, and a lot of other 
little fellows who were a few pounds 
under the lightweight limit—by taking 
a decision over George Chaney on a 
foul. It looks as if Dundee can de- 
fend that title for several years to 
come.

Illinois is about 
the only state in this neck of the woods 
that hasn’t a law restricting early 
spring fishing when the bass are spawn- 
ing and anglers in other states have 
to wait several months before they 
can get into action. 


The crack baiter is an active, alert 
fellow and because he is constantly on 
the move covering lots of water he has 
more chances of bagging his quarry 
than the fisherman who trolls or still 
fishes. The bait slinger who is on his 
job is always poking around and shoot- 
ing an attractive lure, more or less 
(sometimes it seems mostly less) at 
every likely spot where a bass is apt 
to be hanging around. And that’s one 
reason why bait casting is so popular 
with.a great host of anglers—there is 
no sitting still in a boat all day waiting 
for some genial fish to bite. No lazy 
trolling around. Bait shootin’ means 
action, a fellow has to keep on the 
jump and at the same time try to get 
the fish to jump. 

In this game of bait casting getting 
the fish is not the whole fun. At least 
that’s tHe way it strikes°us. For in- 
stance, one day last summer a pal and 
I started from camp at sunup for a.

It was after 
dark when we cooked another meal on 
the bank of a tiny lake (which we did 
not fish), and arrived home tired,- but 
not without enthusiasm. Although 4 
fishless day, very much so in fact, I 
consider that day one of the most 
profitable and enjoyable I have ever 
spent, as it was a day outdoors, with 
a,good pal and in a new country. 
That’s the bait casting game over and 
over, and you sure can crowd enough 
action to suit any one in this sport.

HOW TO USE 
THE PATTERN 


HERE seems to be no end to the 
varietyeof aprons, and each one 
in its y is attractive. The one 
shown here is simple to slip on 

or off, which is a great advantage for 


housewife. 


This pattern, No. 1295, is cut in one 
piece, and any of the usual materials, 
from galatea, sateen, or percale, to 
one of the cotton crépes, will be ap- 
propriate. It is a good plan to hold 
the pattern up to one before cutting, 
80 as to be certain that the length in 
the front will be right. The shoulder 
straps, as can be seen from the pic- 
ture, cross in the back and button to 
the body of the apron at the waist line. 

The apron edges may be finished 
with a binding, or an inch and a half 
wide facing stitched to the right side. 
But in addition to this a small piece of 
linen tape should be hemmed to the 
wrong side of thé apron, right under 
the place where the buttons are to go. 
Finish the apron first and then cut 
pieces of tape about one and one-half 
inches long, turn in both ends neatly, 
and hem by hand to the wrong side of

Some women place a tape needle or 
something of the kind between the but- 
ton and the material so as to be sure 
about the shank, but it should not be 
necessary. 


The straps may be made double, 
stitching in a seam on the wrong side 
and turning right side out. 


If a right side facing is decided on 
as a finish, a true bias strip may be 
used, stretching it on the lower edge 
so it will fit around the apron curves 
on the upper edges. It probably can 
be made to fit smoothly almost every 
place. Where the curves are greatest 
it may be necessary to lay one or more 
small plaits, and if so they should be 
uniform in depth. 

Pattern No. 1324 is attractive for 
Some of the thinner materials. Cham- 
bray or batiste would seem to be espe- 
cially suitable. The waist is simple to 
cut and make. It buttons down the 
front under the surplice collar. The 
skirt is a two piece, straight gathered 
model; nothing can be more simple. 

Pink chambray with ruffles of the 
material edged with footing would 
make a charming dress. These ruf- 
fles when finished should not be over 
an inch wide and to them a two inch 
wide ruffie of footing should be whipped 
by hand. A ruffle is set in the skirt 
seams by basting to one edge, then 
baste the seam together and stitch. 
The ruffle will make the skirt dressy 
and will be becoming to any one. The 
edge of the collar and turned back cuffs 
are finished with the same sort of ruf- 
files, and it would be pretty to cut the 
pockets deep enough to turn over and 
finish them in the same way. 

This pattern is equally well adapted 
for one of the light weight woolens, 
serge, cheviot, wool serge, or crepe, and 
instead of any ruffling use some effec- 
tive embroidery. If the lower section 
of the sleeve is used cover with some 
design embroidered in bright colors, 
using a little on the ends of the sash 
also.

The skirt could be finished with 
a conventional border design in out- 
line, Kensington or other embroidery 
stitch, and the lower sleeve sections 
could be decorated in the same way. 

Take time to do the work well on 
every part of the dress, and it will 
always be satisfying. Nothing ever 
looks well when carelessly done. A 
garment that is made properly will 
never need a stitch in repair unless, 
of course, one meets with some acci- 
dent.

It is legend—and all legends are true before 
they become legends—that Mr. Ziegfeld, in the course 
of any year, sees and appraises the beauty of the 
most beautiful girls of America, for the same rea- 
ts sons that Mr. Heinz views and chooses America’s 
most nearly perfect pickles. Just now Mr. Ziegfeld’s

Another time he dryly cited “some old doctor or other,”. who had said— 
“quietly "—that “ patients were very apt to be fools or cowards.” Dryly also 
the autocrat added (page 102): “But a great many of the clergyman’s patients 
are not only fools and cowards, but also liars.” ) 

When grandfather gasped at this and stopped his subscription to the 
Atlantic Monthly—for in a number of the Atlantic Monthly of the year 1857 
did it first appear—Dr. Holmes refused to consider the stoppage of breath 
permanent and said, “ Every real thought on every real subject knocks the 
wind out of somebody or other.” 

A so the breach between grandfathen and the autocrat widened, and 
grew wider still when the twelve Atlantic papers fame out in book form in 1858. 
Matters did not mend between them with the appearance of “ The Professor at 
the Breakfast Table” in 1860, and the upshot of it a]l was, as Mr. Morse said in 
one of the pleasantest of biographies—for,it was all about a very pleasant life— 
that “people now in middle life were in their youth forbiddent to read ‘The 
Autocrat of the Breakfast Table’ because it was a work of irreligious 
tendency.” 
You, my child, born in a freer time, will look almost in vain through the 
“Autocrat” for those thoughts that knocked the wind out of grandfather. 
Your respiration will*remain normal. That is how much freer and more 
receptive to “real thoughts” you are. You will find in the book sly digs and 
side slaps at the doctrines of foreordination and infant damnation and pre- 
destination and other barbaric nations and notions, but so‘ much of the 
terminology of that lore is now obsolete that some of the best thrusts will 
never touch you. ‘ 

Still, I am not so sure! What with Mr. Bryan performing war dances be- 
fore Jehovah and certain legislators:introducing an act entitled an act to turn 
the clock backWard there may be a good deal more vitality in the “ Autocrat” 
and the “ Professor” than we think. So long as the war dance continues, so long 
asa kind of legerdemain is not extracted from the most important matter in the 
world—and that is moral training—and so long as moral training is not put 
on a comprehensive basis, that ong will Holmes:be vital and important as 
moralist. That long will the lovely parable of the stone, the grass around the 
stone, and the venomous horrors beneath the stone in Paper V. of the “ Auto- 
crat” be wholly‘alive and a genuine inspiration to unaffrighted inquiry. 

No book which the opinion of mankind has pronounced a profitable book 
can be read with full profit without other books, such as the life of the author 
of that book and some of his other books. | 

And so it is very profitable, In connection with a reading of the good old 
“ Autocrat,” to turn to that batch of great letters, printed in the last quarter 
of Mr. Morse’s life of the Doctor, which he wrote to (1) James- William Kimball, 
(2) to Harriet Beecher Stowe, (3) to Dr. Frederic H. Hedge, and in which he 
defined more concretely and compactly than in the “ Autocrat ” and the “ Pro- 
fessor” the method and the principles by which he had laughed orthodoxy out 
of the pews. He devised and he used always with telling effect what I like 
to think of as the “good-morning method” of controversy—unembittered, 
suave; distinguished, considerate. Here is a specimen: : 

If you choose to accept that hypothesis I mentioned, and which seems to have 
struck you—viz.: that the world was created with mock skeletons of almost 
innumerable mock genera and species, many of them holding the remains of mock 
food in their mock interiors, and with their teeth ground down as if by long use; 
in other words, if you choose to believe thc creator the prototype of charlatans 
and jugglers, I shall have to say again, always with perfect respect and courtesy: 
‘Good morning, Mr. Kimball.” 

He was one of the first distinguished Americans to employ in religious con- 
troversy the illumination inherent in the comparative study of religions. Thus: 

How absurd to declaim against the lawless passions of Jupiter, or the jealous 
rages of Juno, as sufficiently disproving their divinity, and then to call on mankind 
to believe in a being who has established an almost infinite laboratory, where the 
vivisections and viviustions [not in dictionary but meaning burnings alive} of sensi- 
tive organisms are to set forth his glory forever to creatures that were once men 
and women—men with tears in their eyes, women with milk in their breasts! 

He was not cantankerous. He was not truculent. He never brought to 
bear the bravado of Ingersoll. He “smiled away ’”’—as here, when he, one of 
the foremost anatomists in the land, still could be blithe: 

Fortunately for me, there has been no change in human anatomy since Adam 
lost the rib from his side, and, somehow or other, I always find a full dozen on 
both sides in his male descendants. | 

And almost always he steadied his thrusts with “it seems” and “ prob- 
able”” He was so thoroughly a gentleman as not to be afraid of gentleman- 
like words— 

To suppose this world a mere trap, baited with temptation of sense, which 


only divine ingenuity could have imagined, with the certainty that the larger part 
of the race would fall into it, and that to the tortures of a very helpless, ignorant, 


} 


‘ {ll<educated being is to be added the cruelest sting of all, that he brought it on 
‘himself, does not seem a~probable coursegpf action on the part of “ our father.” 
And he was very patient. He knew that the world would move slowly in 


these matters. And— 

It is best, I suppose, that it should be so, for take idolatry and bibliolatry out 
of the world all at once, as the magnetic mountain drew the nails and bolts of 
Sinbad’s ship, and the vessel that floats much of the best of our humanity would 

resolve itself in a floating ruin of planks and timbers. . 

Mr. Bryan has given the suave old gentleman a singuler timeliness. 

As freedom bocks the “Autocrat” and the rest of the Breakfast Table 
As literature they are altogether disarm- 
ing by reason of their quiet charm, and they are standbys for the pocket and 
the bedside table because their variety is almost endless. Somebody said 
that the’ greater the scholarship of the reader the greater the pleasure he 
will derive from them, and George Bancroft said that the doctor was “like 
a man who has three or four estates of land lying out of sight of each other, 
and none but his friends take cognizance of the vastness of his possessions.” 


There is not 


odds and ends of the recondite that still is the timely and the applicable as 
the doctor did. Men, books, customs, superstitions, pugilism, trotting horses, 
trees, religion, table manners, pronunciation, medicine, locutions, topics of the 
morning—he toyed with them all and made them all piquant and instructive. 
George William Curtis said that the index of the “ Autocrat” was in itself 
a unique work. The doctor made it himself. I defy any man of an inquiring 
turn of mind to read down two inches anywhere in its dozen pages and not 
buy the book. Just try that. | :

When “Voltaire” Became a “Girl Show.” i 

Mr. Ziegfeld’s experiences and those of the audience which attended the 
first night last Monday of “ Voltaire” in the Pilymoyth theater suggest that 
beauty is a matter of surprise. After the second 
act of “ Voltaire” there were cries in the Plymouth 
of “ Author, author.” There was a dramatic pause 
and then two slender girls trotted bashfully into the 
limelight. They were the Misses Leila Taylor and 
Gertrude Purcell, the authors, so unexpectedly 
young and personable that the audience imme- 
diately forgot Arnold Daly and his triumphs in the 
play’s name part, and “ Voltaire,” for that first 
night at least, was a successful girl show.

They include in this one day a half century of his best epigrams, and, I 
think—without any authority of familiarity with the facts of Voltaire’s life—at 
least a year of his activities. In the short space of 
the twelve hours of his sixtieth year which elapse

terest, courtier in the grand manner to Mile. Clairon, 
the actress, and a busy quoter of his own best bits. 

This trick of having their protagonist quote 
rather than act his life is the defect of the play, but 
it would be difficult to suggest any other trick to 
take its place. Voltaire was an ornate and expen- 
sive philosopher, for whom life was so lavishly 
staged that the very least of the incidents of his 
career defies reproduction on the stage. o

I 
only want to know, were those all wives, or sort of best girls?’ ... We 
arrived back faint with emotion and enjoyment.”

Concerning Margaret Wright; Miss George Finds a “Perfect Play.” 

The authorship of Miss Grace George’s new comedy, “The Exquisite 
Hour,” has at length been isolated, microscoped, and ticketed in the fashion 
of the best laboratories. The confusion which led to the thought that Miss 
George herself had taken the comedy from a 
French original is explicable, in view of the fact 
that it»~was known she had been adapting a num- 
ber of new French plays for the American stage 
and the additional fact that star players do not, as 
a rule, worry much about drama not designed for 
their own uses. But the Margaret Wright bulle- 
tined as author of “The Exquisite Hour” is an: 
identity and not a mere nom de plume; and she 
was in Chicago for the play's first performance at 
the Princess. This is her first drama to achieve 
the “ professional” theater; but she has been at 
work under Prof. Baker of Harvard, and has known 
the joy of having some of her smaller things acted 
by and for his classes in dramaturgy. Which is 
that. 

As to the French plays upon which Miss George 
has been engaged, there are three—‘‘ The Nest,” on 
view for some weeks past in New York City and 
reported a success; “ Aimer,” the current hit of the 
Comédie Francaise, written by Paul Géraldy, who 
also did “The Nest,” and “La Flamme.”

“ Aimer,” Miss George is quoted as a flaming enthusiast. “Here,” she says, 
“we have the artistic sublimation of the domestic ‘triangle.’ It is the perfect 
play, as art. Husband, wife, and the other man are all the characters: not a 
servant, not a telephone or speaking tube, not a messenger, not a voice off- 
stage—-not even cigarettes and champagne with which to make weight or 
make time; in brief, not the slightest recourse to any of the devices whereby, 
after Ibsen showed the way, playwrights sought to replace the ‘soliloquy’ 
and the audible ‘aside’ of the old construction. 

“ Shall I appear in it? That is not yet a tter of decision. ‘Aimer’ is 
good enough to keep until next season, anyway; and it is not a playto be 
tossed on to the stage.”

night, according to advance bulletins, 
will depend on its lighting for a good 
part of its effect. It is called “ Dio- 
nysus,” and it purports to be a Greek 
fantasy. 

By nothing more tangible than the 
combination of colored light rays on 
otherwise colored pigments of canvas 
a scene can be changed without shift- 
ing it.

The air resists 
them. As they enter it they ionize its 
gases and transfer their charges to it. 
This charge renders the upper air a 
better conductor than it would other- 
wise be. | 

When radio pulses are transmitted 
in the daytime they are forced to travel 
with their upper edges in contact with 
& good conductor. A portion of the 
wave is refracted away and leaves the 
earth, never to return. Another por- 
tion, impinging on the zone of elec- 
trons below the refracting angle, is re- 
flected downward into the ground. 
What is left constitutes. the message. 

The ions in the upper air are dissi- 
pated shortly after sunset. At night 
no conductor lies above the waves; the 
total play is then solely between earth 
and ether, and so the waves fly farther. 

You will find it easy to make an 
aerial. Almost any sort of a metallic 
frame will serve if you insulate it. An 
iron bed, for example, will make an 
aerial. Set the four posts in glass tum- 
blers and solder lead-in wires to two 
opposite corners. Bed springs will also 
work. 

Sometimes an aerial is made by run- 
ning a strand of wir®.around a room 
behind picture molding or under the 
base board. Ordinary brick walls, wood- 
work, and even the insulating on the 
wire itself are perfectly transparent to 
the radio waves. 

If you want a good aerial out of doors 
you can make one as follows: Select 
two broomsticks of equal length. Fas- 
ten porcelain or glass insulators to 
their ends and stretch wires between. 


This is the aerial. You can hang it 
between two posts or chimneys, put- 
ting insulators in the stays that hold 
it up. If you want an extra neat job 
you can put tightening buckles in the 
wires to stretch them taut. Some peo- 
ple object to wireless aerials as un- 
sightly. There is no need for this. An 
aerial can be drawn so it hums in the 
wind without the slightest injury. 
Solder your lead-in wires to the wires

THE MEN WHO MAKE ENGLAND. 
PREHISTORIC invasion was in 
progress in Britain when history 
dawned. Julius Cesar, crossing 
over in 55 B. C., found the land 
in possession of the Britons. These 
were a people often huge of body, with 
blue eyes and tawny hair, closely allied 
to the Gauls of what is now France. 
The Celtic folk claimed gwnership of 
all the islands, but they were being 
hard pressed by the CeltoNordic 
Belgae of the mainland, who had al- 
ready gained a foothgld when the 
Romans came. The Belgae were the 
forerunners of the later pure Nordic 
waves of Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Danes, 
and Normans. 

The Romans subjugated the Celts. 
Their occupation stopped the Nordics 
for a time, damming them back for 
the day when they would burst Rome 
asunder. In the course of administra- 
tion they discovered submerged peo- 
ples in Britain, peoples whom the Celts 
themselves had overridden. Among 
these latter were small dark men of 
distinctly Mediterranean affinities. 

The Celtic Britons had no sagas or 
traditions, such as the Anglo-Saxons 
have, of a time when they dwelt on 
the continent. For all they knew they 
had always inhabited the islands. But 
modern anthropology reveals at least 
two waves of Celts which swept over 
the older inhabitants. Moreover, the 
Iberianlike Semites had not found the 
land tenantless when they came. Cro- 
magnon people, whose direct descend- 
ants are alive today, were there before 
the Semiges, and before these in turn 
were remnants of the Neanderthals.

Secondary Roads 


Price Drop Aids Counties | T 


in New $5,000,000 
Program.

LOOMINGTON, 


lilinois may expend more than 
$5.000,000 this year for road oil. 
The advance quotations show 
that the price will range around 5 
cents per gallon, a marked decline over 
the figures last year. This county, 
McLean, leads with an estimate of 
2,500,000 gallons, which wiil cost ap- 
- proximately $125,000. If the average 
amount required by each county of 
the state is 1,000,000 gallons, this 
means that more than 100,000,000 gal- 
lons will be consumed in Illinois, more 
than any other state in the Union. 
While this state has been backward 
in the construction of hard roads, it 
has been a leader in the use of oil, 
and the quantity of the fluid applied 
has annually increased until it prom- 
ises to reach the enormous total esti- 
mated for the coming year. Based 
upon the average of 20,000 gallons per 
tank car, it will require 6,000 cars to 
take care of Illinois’ requirements, to- 
talling 100 trains of fifty cars each. | 
Many thousands of dollars have been 
saved for the townships and counties. 
by the adoption of the pooling system 
of purchasing oil. This was brought 
about by a meeting of all county su- 
perintendents of highways last fall and 
a state association organized, the pri- 
mary object being to cotperate in oil 
purchase and general improvement of 
roads.

“The entire capital stock is appor- 
tioned among the apartments and the 
relative value of each flat expressed in 
shares of stock,” said Mr. Swayne. 
“The value of these shares for any 
flat represents the investment required 
to qualify for the codperative plan. 
The apportionment is made in the by- 
laws so that it remains fixed. 

“The owner of the required number 
of shares is then entitled to a special 
stockholder’s lease on a flat which is 
issued by the corporation on approval 
of the directors. This is done to con- 
trol the sale and transfer of stock and 
keep it out of undesirable hands. The 
establishes the means of 
fixing the rent to be paid, which we 
choose to call assessments, and to pro- 
vide methods of assignment and sub- 
letting of apartments. The only re- 
strictions we've made on assignment 
are that the new party must be accept- 
able to the directors and buy the stock- 
holder’s shares. Subletting is limited 
to one year at a time and to approved

“In the event the estimate falls 
short of actual needs, the directors may 
draw on the surplus fund, replenish- 
ing the fund out of the next year’s 
assessments, or by resolution, make 
emergency assessment to make up the 
shortage, apportioned and payable in 
the same way as the regular assess- 
ments. 

“The management of the building, as 
well as the other affairs of the cor- 
portion, is placed in the board of di- 
rectors, elected annually by the stock- 
holders. Officers serve without pay. — 

“You probably will ask how general 
may this movement become in Chicago, 
and from our ejperience We must say 
that it’ll probably not be very general 
among apartment buildings as now 
built, Our greatest difficulty is to find , 
buildings of twenty-four apartments, 
or more adapted to our purpose.
